EVER  INTERNATIONAL  ROTARY 
CONFERENCE 

Homer  Jones,  accompanied  by  his  wife, 
attended  the  52nd  annual  Rotary  Inter¬ 
national  Convention  held  last  month  in 
Tokyo. 

They  travelled  by  the  S.S.  “Iberia”  via

land.  It  was  the  greatest  convention  in 
Rotary  history,  and  was  attended  by 
more  than  22,000  Rotarians  and  their 
families  from  70  countries.

The  Emperor  of  Japan  opened  the 
Convention,  and  this  was  the  first  occa¬ 
sion  he  had  ever  addressed  an  inter¬ 
national  gathering  of  a  non-governmental 
organisation,  which  was  a  great  tribute 
to  Rotary. 

Whilst  in  Tokyo,  Homer  and  his  wife 
were  guests  of  the  President  of  the  Japan 
racing  Association  at  the  Japan  Derby, 
which  was  held  on  a  Sunday.  There  were 
100,000  present,  and  the  racing  was  of  a 
high  standard,  being  run  on  a  turf  track 
with  stalls  start  and  photo  finish. 

A  field  of  32  faced  the  starter.  The 
event  was  won  by  the  favourite,  Hakusho, 
ridden  by  jockey  Yasuda.

His  stake-winnings  exceeded  those  of  ex-Australian  Sailor's  Guide,  £108,000,  but  of  this  only  £70,000  was  earned 
in  Australia. 

All  Tulloch's  successes  were  in  Australia,  where  prize-money  falls  far  short  of  English  and  American  standards. 
Despite  this,  Tulloch  became  the  greatest  prize-winner  of  the  United  Kingdom.  His  total  outstripped  that  of  England's 
highest  stake-winner,  Ballymoss,  whose  wins  accumulated  £107,165. 


Tulloch  won  the  two-mile  Brisbane 
Cup  with  9.12,  racing  away  from  Sharply, 
who  had  beaten  him  in  the  Sydney  Cup. 
He  exerted  his  usual  determination  in 
finishing  stages  to  win,  amongst  the 
greatest  cheering.  Tulloch  has  been  a 
popular  horse  throughout  all  his  racing, 
and  the  public  still  love  him  and  wish 
him  a  stud  success. 

He  will  stand  at  Te  Koona  Stud, 
Wimbledon,  N.S.W.,  owned  by  members 
of  the  E.  A.  Haley  family  of  his  owner. 
Mr.  Haley  has  been  breeding  and  racing 
horses  for  nearly  60  years. 

He  bred  horses  when  yearling  prices 
were  rock-bottom  and  200  guineas  was 
considered  high.  He  refused  130  guineas 
for  a  Bullhead  colt  he  offered  and,  rac¬ 
ing  in  his  own  colours,  won  the  1938 
Epsom  with  9.4,  and  many  other  races. 

Tulloch’s  determination  in  race 
finishes,  plus  his  occasional  wild  mis¬ 
behaviour,  suggest  that  he  is  all  male 
and,  consequently,  completely  set  as  a 
successful  stallion. 

Tulloch’s  owner,  Mr.  Haley,  has  been 
a  member  of  Tattersall’s  Club  for  51 
years. 

Mr.  Jack  Mandel,  who  has  been  a 
member  for  31  years,  first  as  a  book¬ 
maker  and  then  as  private  member,  won 
the  first  leg  of  the  big  Brisbane  double, 
the  Stradbroke,  seven  furlongs,  with  Per¬ 
sian  Lyric.
